Claim 1 is too narrow since the 
use of a resolver rotor and a resolver stator is only one of the disclosed ways to 
measure displacement of the motor rotor. This reissue application corrects that 
error by adding new claims (e.g., see claim 25) that more broadly encompass an 
encoder for measuring displacement of the motor rotor.
